In a pitched gun battle between oc- | 


cupants of two automobiles “Sunday 
afternoon, two persons were wounded 
—one an innocent bystander. Neither 
was dangerously shot, according to 
Grady hospital doctors, where they 
were rushed for medical treatment. 

Those shot during the fight wece 
Mrs. ©. GC. Moore, 31, who was stard- 
ing on the steps of the front porch 
of her home, 36 Gray street, and 
J. H. Hinkle, 21, 76 Travis street, 
one of those participating in the gun 
battle, according to officers. 

Mrs. Moore Wounded. 

Mrs. Moore was wounded in the 
left leg, just below the knee, while 
Hinkle received a flesh wound in the 
back. 

The battle, which

thousands of people, scores of shots 
being exchanged, according to resi- 
dents. <A riot call was sent police 
headquarters. 

Call Officers J. G. Bowman and 
T. R. Glover, who conducted the in- 
vestigation, were tofd that two cars—

The fight assumed such proportions 
for a while, according to information 
conyeyed to the police by telephone, 
that it was feared a general riot was 
in progress and it was reported at 
one time that the 22nd regiment 
might be called out, 

Every available call officer, pa- 
*trolman, traffic officer and detective 
was sent to the scene of the disorder.

State’s Economic C 
Blamed on Rotten Politics 


Editor of Manufacturers 
Record Tells “What Is 
the Matter With Geor- 
gia” in Letter. 


Rome, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)— 
Just after adjournment of the 1923 
session of the legislature. Representa- 


tive Lee Langley, of Floyd county, 
asked through the press the question, 


“What Is the Matter With Georgia?’ 
Much discussion and many answers 
followed. 

Recently Mr. Langley noticed that 
Richard H. Edmonds, editor of the 
Manufacturers’ Record, was quoted 
briefly on the subject and he called 
the attention of the distinguished 


editor and economist to the quota- 
tion and asked him for a fuller ex- 
pression of his opinion. Mr. Langley 
is in receipt of the following reply: 
Edmonds’ Letter. 
“Baltimore, June 11, 1924. 
“Dear Mr. Langley: 

“Tl judge from your letter of June 
) that you have been depending upon 
other publications to tell you what 
the Manufacturers’ Record has been 
saying about Georgia instead of read- 
ing it in this paper. You may, there- 
fore, have received an erroneous im- 
pression as to my statements on the 
subject. 

“T have occasionally during the last 
five or six months emphasized that 
what is the matter with Georgia is 
too much rotten politics, and too mucb 
concentration of thought even upon 
what might be called good politics. I 
do not know of any other state in the 
union in which politica] rivalry has 
been so keen and bitter, and the vili- 
fication of one candidate by another 
so outrageously bad as in Georgia. 
It has seemed to me for several years 
that Georgia thinks in terms of poli- 
tics, sleeps in political beds, eats po- 
litical food, and thus nourishes politi- 
cal enmities to a great extent, 

Unscrupulous Tactics. 

“Once far and away the foremost 
leader of the south in industry, and 
in agriculture, and in influence in at- 
tracting the nation’s attention to the 
south, Georgia became engrossed in 
politics some ten or fifteen years ago, 
in some of the hottest political cam- 
paigns which I have ever seen. Men 
in the same party denounced each 
other almost in an unscrupulous way. 
This spread from high officials all the 
way down to petty county officers. 
A man seemed to think more of the 
election of some one to a petty county 
office than of the upbuilding of the 
state. Newspapers of the state, 
once led the south in telling 
the story of business activity and of 
upbuilding possibilities, largely con- 
centrated their influence upon poli- 
tics. 

“I remember a good many years 
ago when one of the flourishing towns 
in an adjoining state was making 
rapid development, which it has since 
continued, I spent a few days in the 
town without hearing a word about 
politics; and somebody said to me at 
the time, ‘We are too busy in this 
town to think about po*tics.’ 

“Voting Is a Duty.” 

“It is incumbent upon every citi- 
zen to recoxz1ize his responsibility to | 
think about politics and help to se- | 
cure the nomination and the election 
of the very best man, without regare 
to affililations. The man who votes 
for an unworthy candidate when he 
knows that that candidate is not the 
man or who fails to vote is shirking 
his responsibility for the naintenance 
of government and has no right to 
expect his country or his state or his 
city to be saved by the votes of Others. 

“Your suggestion of penalizing ev- 
ery citizen who does not vote is gocd 
in its way, but you do not in my 
opinion go far enough. Your propo- 
sition is to deny to all vote shirkers 
the right to vote at the next election 
I am told that there is a countrys in, 
South. America which imposes a fine, 
I think about $5, upon every citizen 
who fails to vote unless he has a 
good excuse to justify his staying 
away from the polls. If there is no 
other way to make men and women 
realize their responsibility to rheir 
government and to civilization itself 
than by imposing a monetary nenalty 
upon them, I would favor doing that; 
for to deprive a man temporarily of 
the right to vote.as you suzgest, 
would to a very large number of peo- 
ple be of trifling importance. They 
would simply say it gave them an ex- 
cuse for not voting the next time. 

Too Many Counties. 

“Study the idea of putting a mone- 
tary penalty upon them when they do 
not vote, 

“T agree with you that Georgia has 
entirely too many counties; and [ 
think one of the reasons why Georgia 
has had so many lynchings is because 
of the smallness of its counties JMlave 
vou ever studied this phase of the sif- | 
uation? If not, get from FE. 
Wimpey, of Clarkston, Ga., some of 
the articles which he has written on 
the subject. These small counties 
have been created for the purpose of 
crenting political jobs. 

‘Tf absorption in polities and Jack 
of interest on the part of the business 
men of the state in handling ‘his sit- 
uation, is not responsible for Geo-gia 
trailing behind some other states, | 
then what is the reason? Surely 
Georgia has as many natural advan- | 
tages as North Carolina. Surely its 
people are not willing to admit that | 
they are inferior in energy or initia- 
tive to the people of North Carolina. | 
And yet, but a moment ago I was 
talking with a man who travels very | 
widely throughout New England, snd 
he said to me that eyerybody in New 
England was talking enthusiasticaily 
about the south, but the cnly two.

THE COLIC QUESTION. 

The impulse is to start right off 
in my accustomed fay and assert 
badly (I’ve been asserting things that 
way for ten years now) that there 
is no such condition as “colic” in ba- 
bies, but on sober second thought I 
had better defer that for another ten 
years, for there are too many old 


| grannies still hanging around and too 


many old fogies still practicing medi- 
cine. Let’s compromise by putting 
the thing rhetorically: Is there really 
such a condition as “colic” in infants? 
And if anybody assumes there is, how 
does he arrive at the assumption? 

Colic, as I understand it, is an ex- 
quisite bellyache associated with or 
perhaps directly due to “gas” which 
distends some portion of the alimen- 
tary canal. The younger the infant 
and the less intelligent the parents, 
guardians, neighbors, relations, doc- 
tors or nurses, the more frequently 
does this hypothetical “colic” occur 
The readiness with which people re- 
sort to medicine or dope for infants 
varies inversely with intelligerce. At 
the present time probably 90 par cent 
of the demand for alleged “colic cures” 
comes from the illiterate population, 
and the other ten per cent from folks 
who can just read the simplest. words 
in large print. 

If I had a baby and the doctor told 
me he had the colic I’d change doc- 
tors. Still, the doctor might be right. 
Even young babies sometimes have 
organic disease of a painful charac- 
ter. Anyhow, if the doctor opined the 
baby had colic I’d say, “Very well, 
Doctor, your opinion about that is ex- 
pert; now can you determine what 


ails the baby?’ 

To diagnose “colic” in the case of 
an infant is merely a matter of opin- 
ion, not a determinable fact. The 
opinion of a physician is naturally 
better than that of any one else. But 
having concluded that the infant has 
pain and perhaps gas, the doctors 
business is to determine what is caus- 
ing the pain and distension—in short, 
to try to find out what, if anything, 
is the matter. 

Young babies cry to beat the band, 
and draw up their legs and straighten 
out and have hard swollen bellies and 
clench their fists and grow red and 
pale and everything, so that any fish- 
wife would swear the child has the 
colic, when there’s really | nothing 
much the matter—a wet didy, a mos- 
quito bite, hunger, an overload of 
food, too much noise, prickly heat, 
nausea from tobacco smoke in_ the 
air, the pitiless glare of bright lamps, 
want of a bath and a nice sprinkling 
with talcum and a nice fresh nighty 
and a nice quiet beddy at five or six 
o'clock. Often, too; often, when a 
baby puts up an argument fur some 
such care or attention he gets nothing 
but a dose of some deleterious colic 
mecicine. 

An infant will cry long and hard, 
from any cause, until so exhausted 
that he becomes weak, blue and cold. 
It has been wrongly assumed from 
this that cold or chilling will cause 
colic. That heat or warmth is sooth- 
ing when one has pain or discomfort 
in the belly, from any cause, is a well 
known fact. Heat, particularly moist 
heat, is a sovereign remedy in true 
colic such as occurs in gallstone dis- 
ease. But we have no ground for the 
assumption that cold or chilling ever 
causes colic. Gallstone colic often 
causes chill. The alleged colie of in- 
fants never does—though prolonged 
violent crying may cause the infant 
to grow cold.

Is smoking a cigarette without in- 
haling the smoke injurious to health 
in any way? I am 14 (or 17) years 
old.

Answer—It is immaterial whether 
the smoke is drawn through the nose 
or the mouth or the deeper breathing 
passages—the effect is the same, 
though perhaps inhalation enables the 
smoker to absorb more tobacco in a 
given time, as it exposes a greater 
area of mucous membrane to the 
smoke.

I am surprised that the doctors are 
letting so many people die of small- 
pox. Does every one depend solely 
On vaccination? Does no one know 
there is a remedy for it? I have one 
that was used in Paris years ago. It 
is harmless and will cure the sick in 
12 hours.

NURSING YOUR BABY. 

Fhe greatest attention that you 
ean possibly give your baby will be 
to supply him with your breast milk. 
It is important therefore that you give 
special attention to the food that you 
eat in order that your breast milk 
may be prolonged. Breast milk is the 
best food for your baby—especially 
during the warm weather when bowel 
troubles are more frequent. 

Your diet should consist mainly of 
green leafy vegetables, fresh fruit, and 
milk. Use meats sparingly. Drink 
plenty of water unless otherwise in- 
structed by your physician. The more 
exercise you take and the more you 
are out in the open air the greater 
your appetite for the consumption of 
these foods will be, and therefore the 
greater the amount of milk you will 
Do not exercise 
to the point of fatigue. Avcid all 
food that disagrees with you, for the 
food that disagrees with you is likely 
to cause your milk to disagree with 
your baby. Please remember that you 
are now eating for two. You are not 
only eating to supply nourishment for 
for your own body, but you are also 
eating and drinking to supply milk 
that will contain the proper nourish- 
nent for your baby. 

Regular movements of the bowels 
are necessary for nursing mothers. 
Do not dose with cathartics without 
consulting your doctor. These drugs 
will be transferred through your milk 
to the baby and produce undesirable 
effects, 
plenty of rest.

Although breast milk is the safest 
food for your baby, the greatest care 
must be exercised to prevent contami- 
nation. Both the breasts and the 
nipples should be bathed with soap 
and water daily. The mother’s hands 
should be freshly washed before she 
nurses the baby. Immediately before 
and after nursing, the nipples should 
be sponged with a piece of sterile 
gauze dipped in cold, sterile water. 
In between nursings the breasts should 
be covered with a_ piece of sterile 
gauze to protect them from contact 
with the clothing and to absorb any 
milk that might trickle out. ‘The

| gauze ‘ised should be thin enough to 


permit a free circulation of air. An- 
tiseptie solutions should not he used 
on the nipples as these cause an irri- 
tation which results in cracked or 
bleeding nipples and consequent pain- 
ful nursing. If the nipples become 
sensitive to touch, expose them to the 
air for two hours twice daily. Bath- 
ing the nipples with cold water tends 
fo harden them and prevents irrita- 
tion, If the nipples become sore in 
spite of these precautions it is ad- 
visable to consult a physician immedi-

St. Touis, June 22.—T.ieutenant 
| Sidney E. Sears, 57, nationally-known 
revolver expert and crack shot of the 
&. Louis police department, was shot 
four times and killed today as he sat 
in a police automobile in front of a 
negro tenement house, where he and 
two other officers were investigatinz 
an alleged negro fight. 

Special Officers George Stowell and 
Peter Merglekamp, who accompanied 
Lieutenant Sears, had entered the 
building and were going to the second 
floor when they saw a large negro 
jump from a rear porch, and shortly 
after heard five shots fired. Running 
to the street, they found Lieutenant 
Sears lying dead in the rear seat of 
the car. ; 

A search of the neighborhood re- 
sulted in the arrest of Will Lashley, 
43, a negro, who was found crouch- 
ing in a yard. A large revolver con- 
tsining five empty shells was found 
lying near him. 

Lieutenant Sears’ revolver, with one 
shot fired, was found in the ear. 

Imshley admitted to police tonight 
that he fired the shots that killed 
Sears. He said as he walked along 
the street past the tenement house. 
a9 man dressed in civilizn clothes seat- 
ed in an automobile called to him. 
Lashley said that the man held a pis- 
tol in his hand, and that inasmuch 
as he did not know the man was a 
police officer, he drew his revolver 
and started firing. 


Lashley said, “and I ran into the 
cangway, where the policemen later 
found me.”

New York, June 22.—Sporadic 
outbursts of profit-taking interrupted 
but did not halt the upward mvve- 
ment of bond prices last week. Al- 
though vrading after the previous 
week’s record-breaking business, the 
strong underlying demand for invest- 
ment securities continued to exert a 
tonic effect on the market. At the 
close of the week the average price 
of leading foreign obligations was in 
new high ground for the year, but 
that of domestic issues, after attain- 
ing a record level, fell back slightly. 

Establishment of many new 1/24 
high records in the foreign list was 
said to reflect the search for higher 
yields, which were cut down by the 
rapid rise in coropration liens, and
